in full view of the assemblage. 
The 


day was somewhat 
cloudy and the air 


quite chill, 
hut not

of those present. 


At the appointed hour several hundred 
citizens 
were congregated 
about 
the 


speakers' 
platform, 
and 
the meeting 


was called 
to order by Mr. Lazard, 


President 
of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce. 
The 
officers 
of the 


meeting were then chosen, 
as follows: 


President, 
Hon. D. 
B. Wilson; Vice- 


Presidents, 
Gov. 
Downey and Col. B. 


L. Peel; Secretary, 
W. W. R jbinson. 


GOVERNOR 
DOWNEY 


Was the first to address the meeting. 
He regretted 
that the attendance 
was 


not larger on an occasion of such vital 
import to the people 
of our section of 


the State. 
Had they all taken the inter- 


est which he felt iv the matter, nothing 
but the most pressing 
domestic duties 
would have kept 
so many away. 
He 


touched 
briefly on the object of the 


meeting 
and 
sought to Impress 
the 


importance of the matter on the minds 
of his hearers. 
He said 
an 
immense 


trade lies within our reach, if we will 
only seize 
upon it by 
building this 


road. 
Not only does the plan compre- 


hend 
a communication 
with 
Oerro 


Gordo, Independence 
and Panamint, 


but it looks strongly to Salt Lake. 
If 


we build the road, we make 
Los An- 


geles 
a city of vast commercial 
im- 


portance; 
if we do not, we will sink 


into a little 
insignificant 
pleasant 


town. 
The Governor's remarks 
were 


very pointer}, 
but brief, as 
we have 


stated, and he merely introduced the 
subject for the speakers

DR. SMOHB 


Was then called upon by the President 
and responded 
with a forcible and elo- 


quent speech of about fifteen minutes 
duration.

farmer was 


compelled 
to 
see 
the work of 
his 


hands vanish at last iv flames, leaving 
him in destitution.
